Greek Steamer Again 


Sends Out S.O.S. Call 


, For Help 


NEW 
YORK. Jan. •!.—The Greek 


steamer Thessalontld. which was being: 
towed to. New York by "the steamer 
Patris, was again adrift in a gale 300 
miles east-sputhes_t of Ne\v York early 
today, her' tow' 'h'a'v'ing' parted during 
the-night.) Wireless-messages sent by 
the Tncssaloniki. to ptber steamers ask- 
ing aid -told shore stations her plight. 


• The' ThcssatonlkV has' been' disabled 
and! '-virtually, adrift aboiit"'• ten" days.. 
It was first reported that her engine 


• rooms-.were flooded.r -Yesterday .word 
came'that her 300 passengers bad boon 
transferred to the Patris which then 
t66k .the crippled steamer in tow. 


•The first -message -telling- • of 
the 


breaking of the tow line was received 
at 2.15 o'clock this morning. It gave 
her'position a'n'd said that'the'steamer 
had no means of aiding herself. Distress 
signals Had -been sent out, the mes- 
sage started, and the steamers Finland 
and Stockholm were reported to bo 
"standing by." 
Soon afterward a mes- 


sage sent by the captain of the Tlies- 
saloniki to. the Stockholm was over- 
heard by wireless stations on shore. 
The captain asked the Stockholm to 
come to his aid-and to tow the Thes- 
saloniki to New York: 


The Stockholm was believed to be 


about 50 miles from the' Th'cssalontlci 
at that time, while the steamer Uuite:l 
Slates, which also picked the Thcssa- 
lonikl S.O.S. rails, was 145 miles dis- 
tant. The-position-of the Finland was 
not given. The wirlcss calls were heard 
also hy the coast guard cutter'Seneca, 
•which went from New York to help the 
Thessaloniki Wednesday, and has since 
been searching for her. 


A radio message from the captain of 


the steamer-United State* at MS a. m.

miles from the Thcssalonikl and was 
proceeding-at 15 knots an hour.

forts to Sustain the Industry

WASHINGTON, D, C., Jan. t.—The 


annual report of United States Com- 
missioner, of Fisheries Dr. Hugh H. 
Smith deals largely with the ';obster 
and fish Industry, on the New England 
coast. Although the lobster industry 
centers In Maine, yet the report shows 
Massachusetts to have 
produced 
in 


1913, 
1,521.389 pounds of lobster mar- 


keted at a value of $290,423. That was 
the last year a lobster census was 
taken by the bureau 
of 
fisheries. 


Maine and Massachusetts show .the 
largest decrease In lobsters since 1880 
of any states. Connecticut 
made 
a 


good showing and Rhode 
Island a 


heavy Increase. In Massachusetts in 
1880 
there were 4,315,416 pounds of 


lobster's put on the market valued at 
J158.229.- So with the decrease In pro- 
duction a big raise In the market price 
has developed. 


While the lobster situation is re- 
garded as critical the bureau ot fish- 
eries Intends to give it special consid- 
eration during the corning year. Th 
total catch on the Atlantic coast In 
1913 
was 8,832.017 lobsters valued 


$2,394,822. and 4505 persons were en- 
gaged In .the Industry.

BOSTON SURVIVOR TALKS 


Chnrlea Grant Describe* Sinking of the 


Pemita—Trrrlble Explosion—Horrible 
Scene 
ALEXANDRIA. Egypt, Jan. 4. via 


London—Charles Grant of Boston, one 
of tha two Americans known to 
have 


been on board the British steamship 
Persia when she was torpedoed In the 
Mediterranean last Thursday, has ar- 
rived at Alexandria. Mr. Grant, ao far 
as 1fi known, is the-only American from 
whom 
can come the story of the 


Persia's sinking. Ha gave to tha as- 
sociated press today the most detailed 
account yet received of the disaster. 


"I was in the dining room of the Per- 


sia at 1.05 p. m.," he said. "I had Just 
finished my «oup and the steward was 
asking what t would have for my sec- 


ond course when n terrific explosion oc- 
curred. 
"The saloon became filled with smoke, 


broken glass and sieain from the boiler, 
which appeared to have bursl.

was no panic on board.

Greek Steamer Again 


Sends Out S.O.S. Call 
For Help 


NEW 
YORK, Jan. 4.—The 
Greek 


•tfamer Thessalonlkl, which was being 
towed to New York by the steamer 
Patrls, was again adrift in a gale 300 
miles cast-soulhest ot -New York early 
today, her tow having parted during 
the night. Wireless messages sent by 
the Thessaloniki to other steamers ask- 
tne aid told shore stations her pllghl. 


The Thessalonlkl 
haa been disabled 


»nd virtually adrift about ten days-. 
It was first reported that her engine 
rooms were flooded. Yesterday word 
cam* that her 300 passengers had been 
transferred to the Patrls which then 
took the crippled steamer In tow. 


The first message telling 
of 
the 


breaking of the tow line was received 
at 2.15 o'clock this morning. 
It gave 


her position and said that the steamer 
had no means of aiding herself. Distress 
signals had been sent out, the mes- 
sage started, and the steamers Kinlaivl 
and 
Stockholm 
were reported to be 


"standing by." Soon afterward a mes- 
sage Bent by the captain of the Thes- 
Balonikl to the Stockholm was over- 
heard by wireless stations on shore. 
The captain asked the Stockholm to 
come to his aid and to tow the Thes- 
Ealonlki to New York. 


The Stockholm was believed to be 


about 50 miles from the Thessaloniki 
at that time, while the steamer United 
States, which alao picked the Thessa- 
lonlkl S.O.S. calls, was 145 miles dis- 
tant. The position of the 1'inland was 
not felvcn. The wlrless calls were heard 
alao by the coast guard culler Seneca, 
whtch went from r\ew York to help the 
Thessaloniki Wednesday and has sinco 
been searching for her.
